Walter SCHELL ENBERG • SCHAEMME L, one of Himmler's chief Intelli- 
gence officers and a defendant In the Vllhelmstrasse ease at Nbremburg, 
was identified by a Satch witness today as the author of the Venlo in- 
cident In November 1939 In which two British Officers, Major R.H. Stevens 
and Captain S.P. Best were kodnapped and taken across the Dutch-German 
frontier. 

Jan Leasers of The Hague, who drove a Dutch Lieutenant Hop and 
the British Officers to Yenlo, and shared their later captivity in the 
Sachsenhouaen concentration camp, picxed SC HELLF.NBE RG among the 21 
dafenants In the dock as the man who, under the name of Schaeasel 
kept a rendezvous with them near the frontier In November 1939. 

On SCHQlElfflERls signal, he declared, they ware attacked by gun- 
fire from a party of Germans arriving by car and In the fracas Lt. Hop 
received voundsfrom which he later died. The officers were forced into 
the Germn ear, taken to Berlin, and interrogated and a month lat er 
thrown into Saehaenhausen. Leasers added that Hitler decorated SCHELL- 
EHBERG with the Iron Cross for his exploit. 
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
